Mr. Copo Wliiloliouse, who seems to 
bo treutotl as :i crank by the .Science 
Association iu iiicetiiig at I'liiladclph ia, 
got the stage of the aeattemy :is the 
scientists were leaving the hall Wcil- 
nostlay, and ])roeeeded lo give an illus- 
tratenl locture on "Tho Libyan Des- 
erts." Soma ot the audioneo remain- 
ed antl others out of curiosity turned 
back to hoar him. 

Mr. Wliitidiouse enunciated some sin- 
gular scioutific tlieories, based upon 
the most careful rese:trelu!s Ono Of 
these was that the I'yramitls had been 
biillt practically downward, not up- 
ward. Ho took Herodotus and other 
ancient writers for his luiihoritios, and 
on tho stieiigtli of ]>o,rsonal extiniina- 
tion, which he had m:ide, expresseil tho 
opitiion that tho chambers, al llie base 
of tho Pyratnids, hail been iiseil for 
temples and wore coiistructeil beneath 
tho cv'iiler of big hills, and that tho 
apex of tlieso hills litul. boon cut oft", 
ami, tlirough tho holes thus made the 
biir Iwmlders of rocks bad b'.'on drop|)ed 
one upon amitlier until tliev hatl risen 
lo a new apex. Thi) hills, he said, 
wero tlioii siuootlieil otl' :iiid the sides 
of the I'yriiiniils iiioltUid, leaving tlicm 
as thoy aru sooii to-ilay. The theory 
presented by Mr, Whitehouso is not 
novel. It has been advanced before. 
Whatever ils luerils, s:iys tlie New 
York Trtliiiiic — :iiid if the jiulonicnl of 
tho standing coiuui iltee be taken its fi- 
nal, it has none — il is ihe suhject of 
much comment to-day, thai liie coni- 
mitteo slioiilil have siiowii siicii aniiDns- 
ily in the luatlor. Tliere are probably 
many mure tliuigeroiis "cranks" in the 
ranks of tho as.soeiation than i\Ir. 
Whitohouso, There are many scien- 
tists whoso opinion is oiititleU to weight 
who think llitii Mr. Wliilelioiise's ser- 
vices in other uraiiclies of science havo 
boon emineut. Ho is, for instance, 
reco;;nize(l us an authority on the Ly- 
bian deserts. But his notions regard- 
ing tho Pyrivmids are generally ridi- 
culed and llttlo attention paid lo 
thom."

TllJi DRAINAGE QUESTION. 

The time has arrived wben tlie best in- 
tcUealB of thfl aity shptiW Iw i»£ipli«d to tlie 
discuBslon of means to nvurt the terrible 
danger that uow threuteus the jniblic hetilth. 
There are m&ixy difflcuhios in tho way; but 
there are none that iiro iiisuruiouutiiblti — 
luuie more fonuiilnble thiiu thou- wliich 
l)iisiiic's.-i moil oncouiitcr ami overeoiuo 
almost daily. No uuTf SL-ratL-hing of tho H\ir- 
faci^ will avert the daiiyer. A (o\v dollars 
spuiit M'Dulil ouly scrvii tu utir np Iho mini 
mill leiivo the city woi-su oil' thau bofuro. 
To provide a oiiro thoprobinr; must he deep 
and tho expeudituro largo. The plans must 
be compreheusive and exhauHtivo, so that 
as the city grows the system need only to bo 
extended to place wholesome drainage with- 
in the reach of every citizen, and the mnu 
to whoip the work is outrusied mast have 
experieufo and ability. The interests 
involvt'd are too large, too wide and too 
patbctie tu admit of seiisoless wittieisuis or 
stolid obstruction. The next mayor and 
couiieilluis n'UI li^^ve eutrustiLl tu tUoiii tlio 
most momeiiious task ever assigned to a 
torpon.tion iu this province, aud every 
facility should be plaeeil in tbtir way to dis- 
cliargu the duty with eredit to themselves 
and advantage to the city. Tho authority 
of the legislntaro must be invoked to bor- 
row a mm sufficiently large to drain tho 
city. If necessary, to secure at a very low 
rote of iutorest, a govenuuent guar- 
antee might bo asked — for is not 
tho provincial government interested 
in good drainage? Is luit tlie 
woll-beiiig (-if tlioir faniiliea as dear to 
them as to those of any other citi^.eiis. We 
ofl'er theao few sugt'estioiia in tho liopu 
tliat ill tho interval that will olapso bofore 
tho 10th of J.anuary tho ratepayers will 
weigh the matter well, and that iia the re- 
sult of careful thought there will bo 
united action , The best men in tho city 
must not hang back at this crisis. When 
there is niulariul sickness in two score 
houses, and when tlu- cemetery la BUing 
up with those we love or esteeoi, is not 
a time for citizens to shirk a _grqat pub- 
lic duty — to refuse to dovoto a little of the 
time they now apply to husiiieas to the 
reformation and correction of civic affairs. 
There will bo opposition offered to this 
scheme by a few uitizonswho are opposed 
to taxation in any form; but if these gen- 
tlemen imagine tliat they can securo pro- 
tection for lilo and proiierty and Imvo 
streets made, lighted and drniiiod with- 
out taxation, they will find themselves 
grievously mistaken, It need scarcely bo 
said that the first step towards tho puri 
fication of the city will bo a revUianof the 
real estate a.-isi'.isment roll. Scores of heavy 
property-owners escape with a few dol- 
lars' ta.xation, because thoro has been no 
valuation since 1871- If these inon were 
compelled to contribute a fair aharo to- 
wards the civic revenue tlioro would be 
ample funds in hand for all legitimate 
purposes. There is property on Govern- 
ment street for which §30,000 lias been 
refused, and uii which the civic tax ia 
only fUO — or a valuation of one per cent, 
ou §3,000. Numerous similar cases can 
bo cited to instance how the city is beiug, 
BO to speak, defrauded. 

THJH Y. M. C. A. 

Tho moToment to inaugurafi; a branch of 
the Young Men's Chriftian Assuciatiou in 
Victoria has been so well received itnd gen- 
erally responded to by the better class of 
citizens that we may hope soon to have this 
beneficial institution established iu our 
midst. Its usefulness and the need in this 
city for sucli n society nro bo nidversally 
acknowledged tbut we need hardly dwell 
upon them. The association lias brnnebcs 
iu all tliii large cities and towns of the 
United Stati k, Canada and Kn,r;liuid, and 
everywhere its inllucnco tor good has been 
widespread. It.s gn at soureo of Btrength 
lies ill the fact tlml while not bwing oounect- 
cd with any branch of the church it is a 
thoroughly Cliri.stian association and is up- 
held and aided by pastors and lay worlcms 
of all donominutions. Tho itiius uf the 
society aro not, however, reUgious only; 
the mental and physical needs of young 
men aru also provided for. In short, it is 
intended to altord the atlriictioiis of home 
to the homeless cuuibiiicd with ccjiigenial 
soi'ietv and eiitcrtaininunt. There are 
many young men in the city — Htruiigers who 
have e(;iue to settle among i;s — whose even- 
iiigH hang heavily on their bands. They 
have only a limited miiubcr of acquain- 
tances; accustomed perhaps to the life of 
eastern cities they hud their evenings in- 
tolerably dull. To go home to the unhome- 
like room at a lodging house ami read night 
after night can ouly be expected of the ex- 
traordinarily good young man; th« ordinary 
kind niuHt soon rebel at.siieh a life and seek 
society and annisi'meiit. And where is he 
to lind tlieui'.-' Where but in the hotel, 
saloons and bur-roonisV No other places are 
more attractive. It isfroiu Llium: Umiuts alone 
tliat ehci;rful rays of lijiiit streaiii forth 
into tho darkness of the night inviting 
lonely wanderers to enter and forgot their 
loneliness in tlio noisy company within. 
It is truu rhal the c!;;irches ..re -pen 
all, and the W. (J. T. U. try to gather in 
strangers to Llieir weekly meetings; but 
these aro iiiade(pi;U.e to tho rt-quireuionts 
of the city, as they do not roach all 
classes. The assooiatinit should obtain a 
conifurtablo suite of rooms, in a central 
location, and when it becomes known that 
a warm welenme is waiting for them at 
the cheerful r.mms of the Y. .\l. C. A., 
where books and papers aro provided, and 
whore pleasant ac(|uaintancoships may he 
fofmed, wo feel sure that tho saloons will 
bo du.serted l>y many who onl}' go to them 
because tl-xre is ikj place else to go. And 
to thu young men who have grown up in 
our city and others who, tlmugli too 
strong to bo led into teni[Hatiuii, yet lind 
their evenings very long, this society 
shohl)) offer many attractions. As tho in- 
stitution advances more and more will bo 
done for tho entertainment and iniprove- 
niont of its nicinburs; lecturers may be 
engaged to discourse on jiopular subjects, 
and even curtain couruea of study might 
be added, ua has been done in other cities. 
Wo sincerely hope that tho society may 
prosper and do a noble work in this city. 

TEE BBEAOH OF CIVIC PEIVI- 
LEGE. 

•When wo read the Times' report of the 
p/ovincial sccrotary's remark* at tho pub- 
lic meeting on Monday evening, wo ex- 
pressed doubt as to tho accuracy of tho 
report. In its next issue the Times 
made tho followin:,' corrections: 

"On referring to t:he iiotea taken of Mr. 
Bobsou's speech we lind that tho follow- 
ing were the exact words usetl^ by him; 
'Ladies cannot go to the puatolhco, or to 
aiiy public gathering at IJcacon Hill, with> 
oiU being olt'er.ded by the proseuco of 
brazen faced, lewd wonicu, who parade 
themsolves with more holdnesa, and in 
grontor numbers, in proportion to the 
uopulation, than in any community I

^olicuiuon of tho city, tiiB hott. gentle- 



man said the force were just what public 
opinion made them, and if they were not 
up to their work the citizem had them- 
selves to blame. So far us the scarlet 

women were concoriicd ho remarked that 
strangers had noticed tho number of pros- 
titutes that wore parading our streets with 
such hrazon-faced obtrusiveneas, and 
thought stops should be taken to remedy 
tho evil." 

Notwithstanding the fact that the above 
correction was published at least four 
hours before the city council met, that 
body took ".\^, >i loie.'itioii of privihiu'e. 
tho admittedly incorrect roiiort, and 
solemnly resolced that this council, on he- 
half of tlie city of Victoria, iireiiouiice the 
iutemperato uttoraiicos of the provincial 
secretary at the public moating on Mon- 
day evening, to bo false," etc. 

Of course thoy were "false," but the 
vory paper from which tho eoniieil Ic.oh 
them had, four hours heforo, fraiiUly ad- 
inittod tbut tho provincial secretary never 
uttered thoni. It may he said in expla- 
nation uf this extraordinary pruccoding 
that it is just possible tho Times' correc- 
tion had not met tho eyes of any member 
of the council. If that bo ao(but it aeenis 
vory improbable) it will now be in order 
for the counsil to rescind Iho resolution 
and make a proper apology to the pro- 
vincial secretary. 

" A SLIGHT FHAGAS." 

How much orodiuieo can be phiteil in 
atateinenta made liy tho 'I iinea i.s easily 
discerned by reading the item in ri'fer- 
ence to our account of the recent dis 
graceful occurrenco on tlovoriimeiu aircet. 
It states that 7'yii; Uulniiiit desires to bo 
sensational, wben only bare facts were 
given in roforonoo to the matter. To 
carry a point or niiikea allow of high ninr- 
ality tlio Times [irofe-ssus to bo shoeKcil at 
the Condition among tho Uliinese and 
calls for redress; but bore ia a scrioua 
charge made against those having I he car- 
rying out of tlio laws iu their hands, 
which charge can be subslautiated by 
several witnesses, and the Times endeavors 
to cover the atl'air over by terming it a 
"slight tracaa" in which the pidieeman's 
conduct was "straiigo. " If thu facts are 
as stated by tho officer himself he wi)uld 
have indeed acted "strangely" had ho imt 
attempted the arrest of the man who had 
struck htm violently in the face witliout 
provocation. An investigation into the 
occurrenco will bo held, and each party 
will have the cliaiico of proving his iii- 
iioconco. Ofticor lledgravo is at [)rosent 
confined to hia house, having been t.ikeii 
suddenly ill at tho barracks on N\ ediics- 
day night. Until his recovery the iiives- 
iigaiioii will bu iriiivod. It v.aa zx.id last 
night ho was dolirioua iind that the wounds 
on his head showed signs of erysipohis.

Eventually, however, 
be sentenced them severally to what he 
had ascertained to be the usual jjuiiish- 
ineiit, three years' rigorous imprisonment, 
We are inclined to regret that the learned 
sessions judge, new a.s ho is to the coim- 
try, did not throw precedent over ulto- 
gctlscr. Surely these are auses In which 
tlie lush would.be at onca the most fitting 
punishment and the best deterrent. 

Estimtitod hy the misery iuHicted, even 
tlic most severe penalties would seem _ too 
trivial, and if the law does riot permit of 
t1oL,'giiijr In the c-ises of such cruel mutila- 
tion, the law sliuuld be idlcreil. The 
miserable women who are mutilated in 
this way are, of course, rendered liiilcou.s 
eviM- alti.Tward, ami, because they are 
women, It is siinj)!}' ini[)0hsit>le to calculate 
tlic misery and deijradation that they will 
experience ilurinu: the rest of their lives. 
No amount of iinprisonmeiit can eradicate 
11 crime that is still eviili'iitly a customary 
form of marital puiiishim iit among tlie 
lower ela.s.ses. Hut a wholesome terror of 
the cut-o'-uinc-tnils is common to the de- 
graded classes all the world over.
